In going through the manuscript of his article, 
I do not seam to find any pieces exactly like those 
which you describe - . 


Number One seems to be similar to the pieces 
which we have struck in Chihuahua, tut we do not have 
these in the Cne Centavo denomination; our smallest be- 
ing Five Centavos. The Chihuahua pieces do not have the é 
Reverse inscription BIERCITO DPL NORD, having instead fee 
RIPRCITO CCNSTITUTICNALISTA and the date 1°15 below the = 
monorram on the reverse. The Obverse is like that you 
descrite’. except instead of the date below, the liberty 
cap and rays is the inscription FDR CHIHA.

In recard to Number Two, we have nothing like it 
in copper that I have located, tut we do have pieces in 


silver with C.N.GP0. And If H8td 86 in Mr. “god's manys- 
cript that he says the word "GRO" stands for "Guerrero". 


He, abeg,sneaks of the fact that the pieces for this State 
were struck in the civ’ or town of Tasco or, as it is spelt 
on the eoins,"Taxco”, which gives the location of your 
piece Number Three.

Piece Number Four is similar to one which we 
have except that dur Chverse has = DR DURANGO above 
the date 1914, and three stars telov. The Reverse 
is like vovrs and the whole piece is, also, very poor- 
iy struck. 


I am sending a description of your pieces to 
iy. “ood in London and perhaps will he able to g¥ve you 
more information when I hear from him, but I judge from 
the fact that I dn not find them described in his manu- 
script that he had never heard ¢ them. 


“ould it be possible for you to have them photo- 
craphed, both obverses and reverses forous as, if they 
are not anything that Ur. “ood has seen, we should proba- 
tly like to print a little supolement to Mr. Yood's arti- 
cle? | 


I will refer the qnquiry in rerard to the Chinese 
pidce to Mr. Reilly, and you will probably hear from him 
about it.
